thousands of others to that section who have 
: found profitable occupation in the various 
avoeations of life. Few ate aware of the 
immense augmentation of European emigra- 
tion to the Southern States in consequence 
of these and other causes. 

We have taken the pains to compile from 
the official reports a statement on this sub- 
ject, which we ate assured will strike every 
intelligent reader with surprise. This immi- 
gration to the South directly from Europe is 
pow greater than that to the whole Uhion in 
1839; or any preceding year except 1836!

At any rate, they are getting rid of 
them, and the causes above adverted to will 
induce them to part with them more and more 
rapidly. The demand for labor in the extreme 
South will naturally be supplied by Virginia 


and Kentucky slaves, while their places will 


be filled in the latter States by white men. 
This is the natural and necessary course of 
events, which the ultra pto-Slavery cham- 
pions, with their theory..of “the failure. of 
free society,” and their almost fanatical devo- 
tion to Slavery, cannot prevent or retard. 
They are now in the midst. of a great moral 
and social revolution, which they are instru- 
mentalin promoting rather than checking, 
sincé we. believe they advocate railroads 
and common schools. - Whatever “measure 
tends to enlighten, civilize or improve the 
condition of a people, inevitably leads to their 
enfranchisement. The road to barbarism is 
the road to Slavery, and unless the propagan- 
diste Of the institution wish to frustrate all 
their schemes, promote emancipation, and 
eventually to lose the cherished boon of Sla- 
very, théy should study to impoverish, imbrute 
and degrade, not merely the slaves; but the

We are glad to see that the Board of Al- 
dermen have concurred.in the appropriation 
of $20,000 to. the Juvenile Asylum, and $500 
to the Wilson Industrial School. , Such grants 
are an evidence of an’ enlightened’ feeling) 
‘among our Gity Fathers. It: is beginning 
more élearly to be seen that the prevention 
of crime ‘comes quite as’ clearly within the’ 
_province of Government as the punishment ; 
and that it is very much more economical to 
educate’a little vagrant than it is to imprison’ 
him, when he has become an old rogue. ‘Saéh 
Institutions as those mentioned above are an 
honor to the City. In future years, when 
New-York has. become the mighty City of 
Commerce of the world, nothing, we believe, 
in all- her wealth and grand: Institutions, will 
-80 endear her to our countrymen as these 
entérprises of a wise and far-reaching Chari- 
ty. -The’ Juyenile Asylum is an Institation 
. peculiar in our City. It is: not strictly a 
place of criminal confinement—a “House of 
Refuge,” as our children’s prison. is most in- 
appropriately named. It takes the wandering 
boy or girl, whom the chances of life have 
left homeless on the streets, or the children 
whom drunken or brutal. parents neglect and 
misuse, and says, ‘We, the State, will’be-. 
friend you. You shall have a home, and a
